People to Decide Whether Sacra- 
mento Shall Be Deserted—History 
of Seat of Government Curious and 
Eventful—Frequentiy Changed for 
Whim or Reason. 


Our State capital is again on wheels. 
That is, the Legislature han submitted 
the question of its remova! to the peo- 
ple. The aspiring college town of 
Berkeley desires to be the seat of po- 
litical wisdom and graft. In the early 
day of the State's history, when the 
caplial was on wheels, the people were 
rarely consulted as to its next abid- 
Ing place. They were required only 
to pay the freight. At every session 
of every Legislature, two decades 
the question of removal was agitated. 
Nearly every town and city in the 
State claimed to be the “most suitable 
site,“ and backed this claim with 
promised donations to the State, and 
positive donations, it is said, to some 
of the statesmen, in order to enable 
them to see more clearly its advan- 


he t Capitol building, which 
Was completed in 1869, cost $1,500,000, 
coat another million 
by politicians 
and contractors, who are cager to get 
a dig at the State's treasury, that the 
building is dilapidated, and that re- 
pairs are needed. The grounds. how- 
ever, are admitted to be still sound.

tion, which put the State government 


in motion, rmitted the Legtelature 
to remove capital by a two-thirds

The convention met at Monterey in 
1849, and a strong effort was made 
to have that pretty town designated 
in the Constitution as the permanent 
seat of governmeny but the effort was 
defeated by those who favored San 
J San 


The session was held in historie Col- 
ton Hall, which was bufit by Walter 
Colton, one of the editors of the Call- 
fornian, the first newspaper estab- 
lished in California. It was built 
mostly by the labor of prisoners, whom 
the alcalde editor had sentenced to 
long terms for various crimes. 
Semple, associate editor of the Call- 
— was president of the conven- 

on. 

After a session of six weeks, the 
Constitution was finished, and a joint 
resolution Was passed fixing San José 
as the seat of government, and giving 
the Legislature authority to remove 
it by a two-thirds vote. The people 
of San José had promised to put up 
a “suitable” Capitol building, and they 
fulfilled that promise by bullding a 
huge two-story barn. In the mean- 
time, the Senate held sessions in the 
Courthouse, and the Assembly delib- 
erated as well as it could fm a private 
houses A bill was introduced to change 
the capital, and the barn was hurried 
to comp 

But the agitation continued. Sacra- 
mento offered $1,000,000. and Gen. Val- 
lajo offered to give the State 500 acres

In a few days the Legtsiature re- 
moved the capital back to San José, 
and in its hurry did not deem it neces- 
sury to submit the matter to a vote C 
the people. Before adjournment, how- 
ever, the Legislature removed it back 
to Vallejo. This Legisiature was, per- 
haps, the best one that California ever 
had—the State was young, and there 
was no money in the treasury to steal. 
It went down in history as the “Legis- 
lature of One Thousand Drinks.“ 

The third Legislature met in 1852 at 
Vallejo. The Capitol was a better 
structure than the barn at San José, 
but there was still a deficiency in sa- 
loons. The “burning question” of re- 
moval was again brought forward and 
was lost by a tie vote. But the mem- 
bers overlooked this little matter, and 
adj to meet at Sacramento, 
which had renewed it# offer of $1,000,- 
000 and public buildings. 

But the capital was not to rest. It 
was again put on wheels, and was re- 
moved to Benecta, opposite Vallejo. 
After one session, the capital, in 18H, 
was removed back again to Sacra- 
mento, where it has since remained. 
except during the flood of 1862, when 
the Legislature hastily adjourned to 
meet in San Francisco. The State of- 
ficers, however, remained near the 
base of financial suppiles, resolved to 
“sink or swim” wita the treasury. 

Under the Hispano-Mexican govern- 
ments, the capital was generally at 
Monterey, “the seat of customs,“ but 
it was removed by the successful revo- 
lutionary generals to the place at 
which they happened to live at the 
time. The last revolution «xalted Don 
Pio Pico to the Governorship, and he 
removed the capita] from Monterey to 
this city, where he lived. The Capitol 
building was an adobe on South Main 
street, about half a block north of 
Commercia!.

In response to an inquiry, William 
. Curtis, Washington correspondent 
of the Chicago Record-Herald, writes 
as follows regarding the unfortunate 
condition of Vice-President Johnson at 
the time of his tnauguration: 

Some time before his death the late 
Hannibal Hamlin told me the story of 
Johnson's inauguration and explained 
how he happened to get drunk on that 


occasion. It was a very exciting time

Mr. Hamlin delivered his valedictory 
in two or three minutes. He then m- 
troduced his successor, and Mr. John- 
fon, drawing a manuscript from his 
pocket, began to read. At first his 
voice was ciear and his enunciation 
distinct, but the fumes of the liquor 
and the high temperature of the Sen- 
ate chamber very Won began to af- 
fect him. Mr. Hamlin said that his 
tongue became thick, his vision ob- 
sacured and he began to fumble his 
notes. He dropped two or three pages 
upon the floor, which were picked up 
by a page, but he became so ——= 
abandoned it altogether and continued 
to axtemporaneousiy. Very soon 
his language became incoherent, and 
Mr. Hamlin, fearing a scene, inter- 
rupted him, saying: 

“The hour has now arrived to ad- 
minister the oath to the Vice-Presi- 
dent-elect.”’ 
Mr. Johnson did not appear to be of- 
fended by the interruption. Mr. Ham- 
lin says he looked relieved, and, tak- 
ing the Bite in his hand, repeated the 
oath as it was administered to him. 
At this time the new Vice-President 
should have taken charge of the pro- 
ceedings, but Mr. Hamlin had the 
presence of mind to perform that duty 
himself. He announced that the Sen- 
ate would proceed to the platform at 
the east entrance to the Capitol to wit- 
ness the inauguration of the President- 
elect, and, taking Mr. Johnson by the 
arm. led him staggering at the head of 
the procession until they reached their 
seats on the platform. There Mr. John- 
son went to sleep. and was not waken- 
ed until an hour later, after President 
Lincoln had delivered his inaugural.
